Two doctors quarreled, as to the na­ 
ture of the disease, one maintaining it 
was diphtheria, and the other that it 
was only tonsilitis. 


The epidemic started in the Spring­ 
er family, where a child died. 
The 
parents, not knowing the contagious 
nature of the disease, held a public 
funeral and hundreds of persons were 
exj^ed. 


Dr.Belknap has quarantined all the 
homes where the disease has entered.

The speech made by Caffery against 
t 


he proposed schedule waa probably the 
varmest one of the session. "The sugar 
Urust." said he, “is the only gigantlt: 
itrust in the world which rests entirely 
•on legislation for support. 
By legisla' 
ttion It controls the cane sugar product 
4>f the world, and whenever it thrusts its 
Hand into the legislative hall there Is 
alw ays a taint, a kind of malodor, aris­ 
in g from Its effect« to get legislation in 
Its own behalf, and if it appears from a 
reasonable showing th a t w hat the trust 
asks is too much it should be refused.“ 
P latt aroused Caffery to another in­ 
dignant protest against the repeated in- 
Cimations thrown out from the other side 
th a t he wanted protection for the sugar 
producer. 
“Your position,” said P latt, 
"is free trade for the refiner and protec­ 
tion for the producer," 


"I have stated and I repeot it again, 
replied Caffery, his voice rising until it 
fairly rang through the chamber, “tlmt 
augar is the ideal article for a Demo­ 
cratic revenue only tariff. If it were for 
protection I should not advocate it." 
Continuing he taunted the Republicans, 
after their 
experiment 
w ith 
sugar 
tm unty under the McKinley law, for go­ 
ing back to sugar for a real revenue 
producing duty. 
“And then." i^id he, 
*'they have the audacity to throw in our 
faces the insidious doctrine of protec­ 
tion.”

Democratic Senator» Will Oder it am a Tar* 


in’ Hill Aint^ndinont. 


W ashington. June 12.—The Democrai- 
membera of the senate committee on 
rtuanoe.'J yesterday agreed to otter as ati 
amendmt'iit to the tariff blil a provision 
for in iniieritance 
tax. 
The. am end­ 
ment wa.s prepared by Turpie and wa^j 
by him presented to the senate on l>ehali; 
of the Democratic minority. The prin- 
«.‘ipal provision of the amendment is as 
follows: 
“T hat on and after the 1st 
day of January, 1898, and for five years 
thereafter, there shall be laid and levied 
a sum equal to 2 por cent, of the valm 
ot every decedent’s estate, as an Inher­ 
itance tax, whether it is testate or intes­ 
tate, to be paid by the executors, admin- 
trators and trustees thereof, or by the 
heirs or by the distributee», devisee» or 
legatees, when the valt'e of .«luch estate 
as an inheritance is $5,000 and upwards, 
except where legacies or bequests are 
made to religious, charitable, education­ 
al or other organizations which may, by. 
tin? laws of the .«itate, territory or district 
in which the decfdent wo» residing at 
til«? time of his death, be exempt from 
taxation." 


Otlier provi.sions of the amendment 
prescribe methods of 
ascertaining the 
value of estatos and of collecting- the 
tax. These duties are imposed upon in­ 
ternal revenue collectors, who are au ­ 
thorized to bring suit in 
tlie 
federal 
courts to collect the tax In case such pro- 
c**eding is ma<le necessary. 
The 
sec­ 
retary of the treasury is empowered to 
make rules and regulations for carrying 
the provision into effect. 


Too Much Need of Such Ottoer». 


W ashington. June 12.—For the flrst 
time in m any years the secretary of the 
navy has interposed his veto upon the 
application of a Junior ofhcer to leave 
the naval service. 
In the present case 
three of thecadets a t Annapolis—George 
Wel>er, of A rkansas; H. L. Collins, of 
Pennsylvania, and P. L. P ratt, of Illi­ 
nois—sought to resign. They had com­ 
pleted four years service a t the academy 
the last year being devoted to the en­ 
gineering branch, and desired to leave 
to engage In private business. Secretary 
Long, however, found that the engineer 
corps was sadly in need of oflicers, ow­ 
ing to the rapid depletion of the ranks 
of the older engineers in late years, and 
he decided th at a.s tliese young men had 
be»^n educated at the expense of the gov­ 
ernment, they should rend»‘r service in 
return.
